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PLANT -QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS 
OF  THE 

KINGDOM  OF  RUMANIA 


According  to  Circular  257  issued  by  the  International  Bureau  of 
Universal  Postal  Union  at  Bern,  Switzerland  on  November  6,  1951, 
the  administration  of  Rumania  supplied  the  following  information 
on  parcel  post  entry  restrictions  of  that  country: 

1.  Importations  of  living  plants  with  roots  are  prohibited. 

2.  The  following  are  admitted  for  importation  on  condition  they 
are  accompanied  by  a phytosanitary  certificate: 

Bulbs,  shoots,  and  other  parts  of  living  plants, 

Fresh  fruits  of  all  kinds, 

Seeds  of  all  kinds  (flower,  vegetables,  trees,  shrubs, 
agricultural  plants  or  forest  species), 

Onions,  rice,  and  pearl  barley. 

Parcels  containing  such  articles  without  being  accompanied  by  the 
phytosanitary  certificate  are  destroyed. 

(Note : The  above  provisions  lessen  the  almost  absolute  prohibition 

contained  in  Supplement  No.  1 for  United  States  products). 
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
